BANK FILES SUIT FOR $294,000

First National Claims Refund on 


Excess Profits Tax Paid by Third

Suit for $294,302.72 was filed in 
Federal Court today by the First 
National Bank of St. Louis, as suc- 
cessor to the Third National Bank, 
against the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, the allegation be- 
ing that the Third National was 
erroneously overassessed this 
amount in 1918. 

The amount claimed was assessed 
as against income and excess profit 
tax in 1918, during which year the 
average daily deposits of the bank 
aggregated $46,500,000. : 

It was set forth in the petition 
that the disputed tax, which was 
against the earnings on deposits for 
the year, was disproportionate and 
that the income from deposits 
should not have been taxed be- 
cause, it is alleged, such income 
should have been regarded as bor- 
rowed money.

EAST MILTON, Mass., Aug. 16. 
—An explosion believed by police 
to have been caused by a time-fuse 
bomb, early today wrecked — the 
home of Lewis McHardy, a juror 
in the Sacco-Vanzetti trial seven 
years ago. McHardy, his wife, and 
three grown children, who were 
blown out of their beds, suffered 
cuts and bruises, 

Mrs. McHardy was in her room 
on the second floor of the two and 
one-half story wooden house. Po- 
lice rescued her. Her husband was 
able to work his way from the 
ruins and their two sons, Jack and 
Theodore, carried their sister. 
Helen, from her room. 

Windows were broken in houses 
a mile away and nearby trees were 
stripped of théir leaves: With the 
exception of the “back. wall of the 
McHardy home, the sides of the 
house were blown out. The gran- 
ite foundation was cracked, the 
front porch torn off and a bulk- 
head. was blown out of the back of 
the house. 

Police Guard Other Jurors. 

Police were thrown around the 
Place and an investigation was 
started immediately by State police. 
Guards were dispatched to. the 
homes of three other jurors who 
live in the vicinity. 

Besides the investigation by the 
State and local police, Assistant 
District Attorney Sullivan of Nor- 
folk County went over the scene. 
South Braintree, where the hold- 
up murder of which Sacco and 
Vanzetti were convicted occurred, 
also is in Norfolk County. 

The explosive was placed under 
the northeast corner of the house 
near -the front door. The detona- 
tion of the charge blew a hole 20 
feet deep in the earth. 

A report reached police that 
a small automobile was seen leav- 
ing the vicinity shortly before the 
explosion. 

The explosion occurred at 3:30 
a. m. At 3 the policeman whose 
beat passes tie McHardy house 
rang in his box about 300 yards 
away. The patrolman said he saw 
nothing suspicious at that time. 
The family had gone to bed about 
11 o’clock and had seen no one 
in the immediate neighborhood 
during the evening who aroused 
any suspicions. 

McHardy said that a.long time 
ago he had received a threatening 
letter as had other jurors in the 
famous trial. He said that he had 
not feared an attack and had had 
no misgivings as to his’ safety. 
During the investigation by Gov. 
Alvan T. Fuller, McHardy was 
called for an interview. Since then, 
he said, he had received no threats 
of any kind. 

McHardy’s home is near the Wes 
Quincy line, where a crowd of 
Sacco-Vanzetti symphathizers met 
last week. McHardy is employ2d 
in a chocolate mill in Milton. 

“The first I knew.” said Theo- 
dore McHardy. describing his im- 
pressions of the explosion, “I found 
myself on the floor of the attic. 
where Jack and I had our rooms. 
1 thought at first 1 had simply 
fallen out of bed in a nightmare 
or something of the kind, and 
then suddenly the floor began to 
shake under me and I heard a 
dull roar, followed ‘by a strange 
humming sound like an airplane 
in the distance. 

‘Then the door fell in on me, 
the glass in the window fell crash- 
ing to the floor, and before I was 
really awake the roof opened up 
and I could see the sky.” 

WcHardy Sr. said: “Part of the 
bomb looked to my son Jack, who 
served in the ambulance service in 
France, similar to a hand grenade — 

“It was four or five years ago 
that I reccived a threatening letter 
condemning me for m,; vote find- 
ing Sacco and Vanzetti guilty and 
saying that my house would be 
blown up if I did not make amends. 
‘IT paid no attention to it at the 
time and tore up the letter.”

BALL FINDS hild PLANE 
FASTER THAN BROWNS 


Baseball Magnate Arrives From 
San Diego, Cal., in His New 
Machine.

Phil DeC Ball, owner of the 


Browns and head of a large re- 
frigeration enterprise, landed at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field at 1:30 
this afternoon in. his new Ryan 
cabin-airplane after a cross-coun- 
try trip from San Diego, Calif., 
with his pilot, Frank T. Dunn, and

“A lot faster than the Browns,” 
Ball replied when asked what he 
thought of his new means of trans- 


portation. 

The plane is an $11,000 brou- 
gham, made by the Ryan Airlines, 
which built Col. Lindbergh's 
“Spirit of St. Louis.” It carries 
four passengers and a pilot. The 
cabin is lined with purple velour 
and is provided with wicker seats. 

The party left San Diego Satur- 
day morning, landing in El Paso, 
Tex., after a flight of six hours. 
Sunday morning a clog in the fucl 
line forced the ship down on the 

ted River in Texas but Dunn 
cleared the trouble. Yesterday's 
hop was a short one from Fort 
Sill.

HAND-ADDRESSED 
WATER BILLS GIVE 
WAY TO MACHINES 


For 95 Years Accounts Have 
Been Inscribed in Longhand 
and Delivered by Messenger. 


For 95 years, since the S§8t. 
Louis public waterworks began 
operation on a small scale, the bills 
to consumers have been addressed 
in longhand and delivered by em- 
ployes. Aside from the growing 
economic waste of this method, one 
notable basis of complaint has 
been the tracking of doorsteps and 
corridors by the men who carried 
the notices from door to door. 

The next semi-annual bills to be 
issued by the City Water Division 
will be handed by an addressing 
machine and will be delivered by 
mail. Water Commissioner Day an- 
nounced today the installation of 
the apparatus at a cost of $700 and 
said the total expense, paid out of 
departmental revenue, of buying 
the equipment and making address 
plates for the 125,006 customers 
would be about $10,000. 

He expects the new system to 
save at least $10,000 in the first 
year of operation. It will release 
the services of six of the 12 clerks 
who have been preparing the bills 
and it will obviate calling peri- 
Odically on the 25 water leak in- 
spectors to devote their time to de- 
livering bills.

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 
four justices who, as the full bench 
of the Massachusetts Supreme Ju» 
dicial Court are hearing arguments 
on the appeals of defense counsel 
in the Sacco-Vanzetti case, are all 
jurists of great experience. Each 
was a member of the Massachusetts 
Superior Court before he was ele- 
vated to the supreme bench. Or- 
dinarily seven justices sit on the 
full bench. of the Supreme Court, 
so that four constitute a majority. 
Chief Justice Arthur P. Rugg is ill 
in Worcester and Justice Crosby is 
in Europe. 

Justice George A. Sanderson has 
denied the writ of error from 
which one of the appeals argued 
was taken, and will review the case 
only in the unexpected event that 
the four justices are equally divided 
in opinion. 

Those sitting today are Justices 
Henry King Braley, Edward P. 
Pierce, James B. Carroll and Wil- 
liam Cushing Wait. Justice Braley, 
who is the senior member, having 
been on the Supreme bench since 
1902, will preside. Justice Pierce 
was elevated to the Supreme Court 
in 1914, Justice Carroll in 1915, 
having served only six weeks in 
the Superior Court, and Justice 
Wait in 1923. Justice Anderson 
was appointed in 1924. 

Justices Braley and Sanderson 
are remembered for the murder 
cases in which they appeared as 
attorneys before their elevation to 
the bench. 

Braley, in 1874, the year after he 
was admitted to the bar, was coun- 
sel for Mrs. Rosalie Thyng of Fall 
River, who was accused of poison- 
ing her husband. She was acquit- 
ted after a long trial. 

Sanderson, as an assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney of Middlesex County, 
nearly a quarter of a century ago, 
figured prominently in the prose- 
cution of several murder cases. He 
was also associated with Assistant 
Attorney-General Parker in. the 
trial of Charles Tucker for the 
killing. of Mabel Page. Despite his 
record as a vigorous’ prosecutor, 


Sanderson has always been noted 


for his hutmanitarianism. 


Justice Pierce, in reply to a 
question: “Do you favor capital 
punishmen:?” said: “That is a 
question on which there is ever- 
changing «- pinion. Some denounce 
capital punishment, then there 
comes some particularly atrocious 
crime, and those same people be- 
come so aroused that they want 
to electrocute everybody who does 
wrong. Views expressed one year 
may in a short time be almost 
entirely changed.” °

Justice 4’ierce was indicted by 
the Grard Jury on Suffolk County 
and his removal sought in a pe- 
tition filed with the clerk of the 
House o: Iiepresentatives Nov. 22, 
1921. The petition filed by Lor- 
ing P. Jordan, representatives 
from Wakefield, alleged that Jus- ‘ 
tice .Pierce had accepted gifts 
from persons .nterested in Supreme 
Court litigation. It was specifical- 
ly char. *d that he acted improper- 
ly in this respect regarding liti- 
gation in behalf of W. Edwin UI- 
mer, to the.injury of heirs of 
Henry Woodson's Company for 
whom Representative Jordan and 
his partne George M. Poland, 
were counrel, ; 


On recommendation of Attorney 
General W. Allen, this indict- 
ment which charged “conspiracy 
to obstruct the administration of 
justice,” was not, pressed. The 
House and the Senate concurred 
in the exoné¢ration of Justice 
Pierce by adopting a report of a 
special committee by a vote of 
145 to , Representative Samuel 
W. Mendum of Woburn alone vot- 
ing in the negative. While the 
committee report exonerated Jus- 
tice Pierce, it said he was gulity 
of “indiscretions” in receiving 
gifts of roses from Edwin Ulmer 
one of ‘the litigants and should 
have used mere discretion in his 
consultations with Ulmer. He was 
held blameless of the charges of 
using his office to obstruct jus- 
tice, of showing favoritism to Ul- 
mer and cf changing a master’s 
report. ; 

Justice Braley was born

Justice Sanderson, who may pos- 
sibly decide the appeals by his 
vote, was born in Litleton in 1863, 
was graduated from Yale in 18865, 
end from Boston University Law 
School two years later.

to take off, crashed as it was at- 
tempting to get off the runway, 
approximately 4800 feet from the 
start. It smashed up 100 feet to 
the right. Neither of the occu- 
pants of the plane was injured. 

Both men climbed out of the 
cockpit and, staggering, waved 
their hands to the throng. The 
plane was completely turned 
around after its smash Up, facing 
northwest, and turned partly on 
one side. The left wing was de- 
molished and the motor partly 
buried in the ground. 

Lieut. K. C. Hawkins, the navi- 
gator, said the plane crashed be- 
cause they could not get the rudder 
into action. 

First Take-off Is Graceful. 

The Oklahoma was the first of 
the cight starters in the 2400-mile 
aerial derby. The ship took the air 
after a graceful spin down the run- 
way for about 6000 feet. 

Capt. Livingston Irving, flying 
alone in a monoplane, made a run 
for the take-off place at 12:09 p. m. 
in his Pabco flier. He went into 
the air, but was forced down at the 
end of the take-off. He success- 
fully brought his machine to a halt 
at almost the end of the mile and 
a quarter stretch, where it ends in 
marsh land and water. 

Apparently his load, more than 
a ton of gasoline, was too much for 
the engine. He waited by his plane 
for his ship to be towed back to 
the starting line to take last place 
in the take-off order, by agreement 
of the starting committec. 

Immediately after his crash, 
Lieut. Goddard jumped into his 
automobile and smilingly drove it 
back to the starting point. WNavi- 
gator Hawkins accompanied him. 
He had only a scratch on his nose 
to show for the experience. 

Goddard’s machine was thrown 
off its course by a side wind. He 
had raised his ship approximately 
four feet from the ground. It was 
a spectacular smashup and those 
in the vicinity marveled that the 
pair had come ou’ uninjured. 

The Golden Eagle moved down 
the runway with an easy speed at 
12:20 p. m. and took the air easily, 
and 4500 feet out had an altitude 
of approximately 60 feet. 

The Miss Doran moved on to 
the runway and down the starting 
line at 12:32 p. m., pushing off the 
ground after a short run. The 
plane, with its three passengers, 
including Miss Mildred Doran. 
Flint, Mich., schoolmaster, for 
whom the plane is named, rose 
even quicker than the Golden 
Eagle. John “Augie” Pedler fs the 
pilot and Lieut.

YALE PROFESSOR KILLS 
SELF WITH ARMY RIFLE 


B. B. Boltwood, Discoverer of 
lorium, Commits Suicide at 
Friend’s Summer Home.

16.—Prof. Bertram B. Boltwood, 


professor of chemistry at Yale, 
committed suicide by shooting him- 


self with an army rifle some time 
during the night Sunday at the 
cottage of Prof. W. C. Hammond at 
Mount Holyoke College, where he 
was spending the summer. His 
pody was found yesterday by a 
maid. 

The cause of Boltwood’s act was 
a mystery to the members of the 
Hamond household, who said that 
except for a slight indication of 
despondency he appeared in good 
health, He was 67 years “old. 
Amherst, Mass., was his home be- 
fore he went to Yale. 

Boltwood had an internationa) 
reputation in the field of radio 
activity, and was known as the 
discoverer of Ionium, one of the 
elements in the radidactive group. 
He was also known for his work 
in designing the Sterling Labora- 
tory of Chemistry at Yale.

Three Fu nta] Questions. 

The brief filed by the defense 
upon which Hill presented argu- 
ments says: 

“The following fundamental 
questions are before the Court: 

“Hirst. Whether, in view of the 
state of mind of Judge Thayer, 45 
disclosed by the facts upon the rec- 
ord, the petitioners had such @ trial 
and such consideration at subse- 
quent proceedirigs as that to which 
they were entitled under the law 
and the Constitutions of Massachu- 
setts and of the United States, 
“Second. Whether the question 
of Judge Thayer's own prejudice or 
any other question in the case could 
legally and constitutionally be de- 
cided by him. 
“Third. If either or both of these 
questions be determined in,favor of 
the petitioners, whether ere is 
ary legal remedy available to them 
in the two cases now before the 
Court. This includes the question 
whether a writ of error may not be 
brought to re-cxamine the case for 
any error in law or in fact. 
“It will doubtless be contended 
by the commonwealth: that no er- 
ror of law appeared in the con- 
duct of the trial. Even if this, 
however, be conceded, it does not 
close the question. 
“Every lawyer knows how in 
fact, and in spite of any restric- 
tions on his powers, such, tor €x- 
ample, as the s.atute pronibiting 
charges ujon the tacts, a judg2 can 
and often does make his opinion 
felt. There is an atmosphere in 
every case which transcends any- 
thine that can be put into words, 
and there is perhaps nothing more 
likely to affect this atmosphere 
than the attitude of the presiding 
justice.” 
The brief pointed put that while 
there might be “serious doubt” 
whether under the statutes a 
motion fcr a tew trial could he 
made aftec sentence unless the 
sentence were first revoked, Judge 
Thayer had insisted that the mo- 
tion for a hew trial be argued be- 
fore that for revocation of sen- 
tence, adding: ’ 


“Tf he had revoked the sen- 


WMence, Judge Thayer would certain- 


ly have had power to grant the mo- 
tion for a new trial.” 


Declares Thayer Prejudiced. 
The brief reviews the allegations 
of prejudice which have been put 
in evidence in previous court pro- 
ceedings, based on remarks at- 
tributed to Judge Thayer outside 
the courtroom and on his attitude 
at times toward defense counsel in 
the courtroom. 

“That Judge Thayer’s state of 
mind was prejudiced,” it continues, 
“appears from the evidence before 
the court. That evidence need not 
be repeated here. It is enough to 
Say that it shows statements by 
the judge which were not only a 
grave breach of judicial decorum, 
but which indicated a state of mind 
which must have made it impos- 
sible for him to weigh impartially 
the questions which came before 
him. 

“The ‘state of mind which the 
record shows existed in Judge 
Thayer at the time‘of the trial and 
afterwards disqualified him from 
acting as a judge, for it shows that 
he was not “‘as free, impartial and 
independent as the lot of humanity 
will admit.” (Quoted from the bill 
of rights in the Constitution of 
Massachusetts. ) 

‘Such a state of mind prevented 
the proceedings before him from 
meeting the constitutional require-

ments above set forth. It is a jur- 
isdictional fact which made the 
proceedings before ‘him wholly 
void.” 

Sat in Judgment on Himself. 

On the matter of the petition for 
a writ of error the brief says: 

“To compel the petitioners to 
proceed with their motions before 
Judge Thayer was both an error of 
law and a violation of sound discre- 
tio... There is a constitutional right 
to have Judge Thayer’s decision, 
both as to his right to sit and as 
to whether he was in fact prej- 
udiced, reviewed by some tribunal! 
other than himself. (The ailega- 
tions contained in the present peti- 
tion clearly warr at the issuance 
of the writ of error.) 

“It is submitted that, if the al- 
legations of.the petition be estab- 
lished upon examination of the 
record of the proceedings, includ- 
ing the transcript of the evidence, 
the several motions for new trial 
and the affidavits in support there- 
of, together with the affidavits 
and offers of proof filed herewith, 
the judgments should then be re- 
versed and a new trial ordered.” 

The defense brief adds _ that 
“that portion dealing with a stay 
of execution is now without impor- 
tance,” because Gov. Fuller has 
granted the defendants a respite 
until midnight of Aug. 22. 

Attorney-General Reading, in his 
brief asserted that the issuance of 
a writ of error in a capital case 
was within the sound discretion of 
a single Justice of the Supreme

Judge Thayer had shown “no 
prejudicial bias which in any way 
affected the fairness of the trial.* 
After quoting the statutes and 
previous court decisions, he said: 
“It is submitted, therefore, in- 
asmuch as the allowance of this 
writ rested within the sound dis- 
cretion of the single Justice to 
whom the petition for the writ was 
presented, that no exception lies to 
his refusal to allow the writ unless 
ic be alleged that the _ refusal 
amounted to an abuse of judicial 
discretion. It can hardly be con- 
tended seriously that the single 
Justice is guilty of an abuse of dis- 
cretion in this instance.” 
Answers Specific Charges. 
The Attorney-General’s brief 


took up in detail affidavits submit- 


ted by defense counsel in support 
of their allegations of prejudice on 
the part of Judge Thayer. One af- 
fidavit referring to an alleged con- 
versation between the Judge and 
George U. Crocker the brief said 
“indicates simply that Judge Thay- 
er, in the privacy of a club and 
not in the courtroom, spoke to a 
brother lawyer about the desira- 
bility of the American people pro- 
tecting themselves from peds, rad- 
icals and anarchists, and offered 
to read a part of the charge which 
he was going to deliver to the jury, 
a charge which, we may point out, 
was apparently so satisfactory to 
counsel for these defendants that 
no exceptions to it were taken at 
the trial.” 
Excuses Vile Language. 


Turning to the statement of Prof. 
James P. Richardson of Dartmouth 
College as to a purported conver- 
sation with Judge Thayer at Han- 
over, N. H., in November, 1924, aft- 
er Judge Thayer had denied mo- 
tions for a new trial, the Attorney- 
General’s brief said: 

“In this conversation Judge 
Thayer is said to have applied vile 
names to the defendants and to 
have suggested that the defendants 
could go to the Supreme Court and 
see what relief they would get 
there.

Court.” 

Tactless Conversations. 

Of the affidavits as a whole the 
brief said: 

“We submit that Mr. Justice San- 
derson could in his discretion 
refuse to believe any and all of 
them. Even if he believed them 
he was not bound as a ‘matter of 
law to rule that they constituted 
sufficient ground to require him 
to permit the issuance of a writ 
of error, inasmuch as they can 
fairly be said to show nothing more 
than tactless conversations held 
outside the courtroom.” 

The attorney general argued 
that Judge Thayer had no right 
under the statute to grant a new 
trial after sentence had been pro- 
nounced and that the motion for 
revocation of sentence “was obvi- 
ously addressed to the discretion 
of the court and the judge’s deci- 
sion is final.”

SHANGHAI, Aug. 16.—Shanghal 
communists, now that Gen. Chiang 
Kai-shek has resigned as leader of 
the Nationalists, hope to be able 
to seize the international settle- 
ment as well as Chinese areas. 
This is what the communists want- 
ed to do in Shanghai last March, 
but British troops barred them 
from the international settlement 
at the north and west, and the 
French protected their own con- 
cession to the south. Immediately 
thereafter Chiang Kai-shek’s 
troops turned machine guns on the 
communist strongholds. 

It is not likely that the com- 
munists will have better luck now, 
but they seem to be counting on 
the assistance of a Chinese military 
force now here—the army of Gen. 
Chow Feng-chi, which long has 
been suspected of communist sym- 
pathies. Chow is supposedly a 
friend of the so-called “Christian 
General,” Feng Yu-hsiang, at least 
a nominal allay of the extreme 
Nationalists. 

Meantime Chinese Shanghai is 


practically without government, 
the Mayor, Gen. Wang Fu, with 
five important committees, having 
resigned. Nevertheless order has 
been maintained so far. 

The retreat of the Nanking Na- 


tionalist armies along the Tientsin- |», 


Pukow Railway continues. Wire- 
less advice from up the Yangtze 
are that the Nationalists appear to 
have retired to Chuchow, 30 miles 
north of Pukow. More than 5000 
soldiers have crossed from the 
north bank of the Yangtze to Chin- 
kiange. About 45,000 Southerners 
are now there. The city is over- 
flowing with soldiers. Several thou- 
send more are still on the Grand 
Canal between Yangchow and 
Kaoya.

O-CALLED “organic” mental 
G aisease is due to some injury 

to the -issues of which the 
brain is made. An injury to the 
skull may very easily cause mental 
trouble by damaging the brain. 
A heavy blow on the head, even 
if it does not fracture the skull 
and the patient appears to be per- 
fectly well after it, may be the 
cause of epileptic fits, loss of mem- 
ory, delusions and other kinds of 
disordered thought and conduct. 
General paralysis of the insane is 
the result of slow destruction of 
the brain by syphilis. 


‘Toxic’ mental disease is caused 
by poisoning. People go mad as 
a result of heavy drinking and 
drug-taking; miners or engineers 
who have been overcome with 
carbon monoxide gas sometimes go 
completely out of their senses for 
a time, and workers in lead suffer 
from severe mental troubles as 
part of the general effect of lead 
poisoning. Infectious diseases can 
load up the system with poison, 
and sufferers from influenza or 
blood-poisoning sometimes become 
|eompletely confused and may re- 
main so for months and then re- 
cover completely. ae 


Now many of these injuries to 
the brain can be cured. The sur- 
geon may remove a splinter of 
bone that is pressing on a part of 
the brain, and time ané@ nursing 
will often cure the insanity of 
poisoning.

Tells Chamber of Commerce Luncheon Guests | bu, SAYS HOOVER 


Dozen Cities Are Striving to Seize Opportu- 
nity and Winner Will Dominate Industry. 


St. Louis has an opportunity to 
become the center of the aeronau- 
tical industry in this country just 
as Detroit became the center of the 
automobile industry, Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh told the Chamber of 
Commerce at luncheon 
Statler today, but it must capital- 
ize the chance at once or it Is lost. 

Turning away from the prepared 
speech he is delivering at various 
citieg, the flying Colonel devoted 
his taf to opportunities of St. 
Louis in aviation, a subject with 
which he is familiar because of his 
residence here. In his audience 
were 100 executives of St. Louis 
civic organizations and the Cham- 
bers of Commerce of neighboring 
towns. 

“A dozen cities in the United 
States now have the opportunity to 
be to the aviation industry what 
Detroit is to the automotive busi- 
ness,” he said. “And I think I am 
safe in saying that the natural op=- 
portunities of this city are just a 
bit better toward attaining that end 
than those of any other. 

Advantages and Facilities. 

“We must bear in mind, how- 
ever, that the center of aviation 
activity will be where natural ad- 
vantages are multiplied by the 
provision of facilities that [lyers 
need. Any city that has a good 
situation and is willing to spend a 
few hundred thousand dollars, and 
do it quickly, cannot fail to become 
a flying center. 

“Just now, Chicago, aS an exam- 
ple, has more commercial flying 
activity than St. Louis. The trans- 
continental mail route passes 
through it and it is the focal point 
for many contract air mail lines. 
But compare its situation to that 
of St. Louis. 

City’s Ideal Situation. 

“Here is an ideal stop on the pro- 
posed airway between New York 
and Los Angeles. a projected mail 
route that will, I. believe, carry 
more traffic than the Northern 
route through Chicago. 
ideally situated for a stop on a 
route between Chicago and New 
Orleans. Finally it is a natura! fo- 
cal point for dozens of shorter lines 
because of its central location. 

“We must remember, however, 
that St. Louis has no purely na- 
tural advantages that other cities 
cannot overcome by the expendi- 
ture of money. Air lines are not 
confined to their certain natural 
course as are railroads and high- 
ways. It makes little difference 
to us whether we fly over moun- 
tains and woods or over flat coun-

Benefits to Be Expected. 

“Just what that will mean I 
don’t know. I do not think avia- 
tion will ever equal the volume of 
the automobile business. But I do 
know that it will be one of the 
great industries and that the city 
where it centers will benefit vastly. 

“You can do a lot in flying with 
a dittle money. My flight to Paris 
only cost about $13,500, and yet 
when I was preparing for it, many 
business men believed 15,000 was

It seems 
too good to be true. 

“Every one asks me: ‘What can 
we do to be a flying center?’ The 
answer to that is, first_of all get 
a good airport.

ACTION BY CONGRESS 


About $30,000,000 Will Be 
Needed Yearly for Missis- 
sippi and Boulder Dam 
Work, He Declares. _

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 1¢.— 
Construction of seven great engi- 
neering projects contemplated by 
the Federal Government, including 
the development of the Colorado 
River and Mississippi flood control, 
will not seriously disturb the na- 
tional budget, Herbert Hoover, Sec- 


retary of Commerce, said here yes- 
terday. 

The Secretary, who yesterday 
rredicted action by the next sessioa 
of Congress on the proposed dam- 
ming of the Colorado for flood re- 
lief, power develoyment and irriga- 
tion purposes, said there would be 
no necesity for abandoning radi- 
cal reductions in taxes. Among 
other projects contemplated by the 
Government are the inland water- 
Ways system, development of the 
Columbia River basin, the,St. Law- 
rence international canal and the 
regulation of the Great Lakes level. 

“None of these projects,” Hoover 
said, “has as yet reached the stage 
where vast amounts of money are 
mnecessary to be appropriated. All 
of them, excepting those affecting 
the Colorado and Mississippi, are in 
Such state that only preliminary 
appropriations will be asked. Only 
about $30,000,000 will be requirec 
ennually to carry on the work upon 
the proposed Boulder Canyon dam 
and the Mississippi projects. 


Relatively Small Amount. 


“This is relatively a small amount 
and its appropriation by the im- 
rending congressional session wii] 
in no way offset the tax reduction 
plan proposed by Secretary Mellon 

“Therefore, it is not to be con- 
sidered that the question of ade- 
quate financing will in any way 
cperate to prevent or delay the de- 
velopment of the Colorado River. 
The only thing necessary is to es- 
tablish a harmony between states 
of the Colorado River area touch- 
ing the proper plan of proposed de- 
velopment. That such an agree- 
ment will be arrived at in the 
forthcoming conference of Gover- 
rors of these states is pretty gener- 
ally admitted. I anticipate favor- 
able action upon the Colorado 
project at the next session of Con- 
gress.”” 

Secretary Hoover will leave 
Thursday for Washington for a 
short official conference prior to 
going again into the flood areas 
of the Lower Mississippi. He is 
Planning a fishing expedition to 
Santa Catalina Island for the next 
few days.

Puzzles City Officials 


Sphinx 


Why Likenesses of Fabled Monster That 


Never Answered Questions Are to Perch 
on New Courthouse Roof No One Knows. 


St. Louis. with its unsolved trac-| 
tion and terminal problems, is to 
have a sphinx perched on the 
highest elevation in the city, when 
the new Courthouse is finished. 

The sphinx, in olden days, was 
a perfect pest for asking ques- 
tions, but never answered any. So 
when City Hall officials, in mo- 
ments of rerplexity, took across 
the way at the silvery recumbent 
figure on top of the new temple 
of Justice, they may get an ar- 
tistic thrill, but they need not ex- 
pect any jractical help. 

True to the spirit of the sub- 
ject, the cfficials in charge of the 
pbuilding were uncommunicative 
when they were asked the reason 
for selection of ihe sphinx as the 
surmounting figure. President 
Kinsey of the Board of Public 
Service said he could not answer 
the riddle. and neither could 


Walter L. Rathmann, architect 
and member of the supervising 
commission. 

The sphinx which will face west 
on the ridge of the structure, 371 
feet above the sidewalk, and its 
twin which will fact East, are to 
be of aluminum, as is the pyra- 
midal flight of steps leading to 
their perch. Connected electrically 
with the steel framework, the fig- 
ures will serve as lightning protec- 
tors for the building. So would 
anything gise done in aluminum— 
the Missouri mule, or a bust of 
Lindbergh, or a big metallic ball. 

The figures are to be 9 feet 
high, and their combined length 
is 40 feet. Advance designs indi- 
cate that the Courthouse sphinxes 
will have more flapper-like faces 
than their prototype in Egypt— 
about what the Sphinx of Ghizeh 
would look like if it had its face 
lifted.

BERLIN, Aug. 16.—Capt. Ehr- 
hardt, who participated in the 
Kapp putsch of 1920, when in- 
surrectionists seized the Govern- 
ment of Germany for four days, has 
been notified by the ministry of de- 
fense that he, Luettwitz and Maj. 
Bischoff are liable for $1,428,000 
damages to the State in conse- 
quence of the uprising. Ehrhardt 
disclaimed liability, saying, he act- 
ed under Gen, Luettwitz’s orders. 


Gen. Luettwitz led his troops 
into Berlin March 13, 1920, and 
occupied the government  build- 


a native of New York City and 
head of the insurrection, was in- 
stalled in the chancellery, and is- 
sued proclamations as ‘“chancel- 
lor of the Reich.” After ineffect- 
ual attempts to form a government, 
Dr. Kapp and Gen. Luettwitz fled 
from the capital March 17, and es- 
caped from the country. Kapp lat- 
er agrecd to surrender, but died 
at Leipzig in June, 1922, while 
awaiting trial. There is no record 
of Gen. Luettwitz ever being ap- 
prehended. 

Captain Ehrhardt and others of 
the conspirators after the failure 
of the putsch fled to Bavaria 
where they found refuge under the 
Reactionary State Government.

Apparently we will never get through learning 
from Lindbergh. In addition to the remarkable 
things he has taught us in the past, he is now show- 
ing us that one can win fame and still not com- 
mercialize it. 

The actions of celebrities during the last few years 
had almost convinced us that such a feat was impos- 
sible. We have become accustomed to seeing persons 
who had performed some spectacular athletic or other 
variety of stunt suddenly transformed into vaude- 
ville, dramatic, or movie stars. We have even wit- 
nessed those whose fame was more infamous than 
creditable capitalizing their notoriety on stage and 
in pulpit. We have seen such individuals hiring 
press agents and publicity directors in order to turn 
the public’s interest into hard cash. 

Lindbergh is refusing to follow them. While he 
will no doubt earn considerable money from his book, 
as, in fact, he should, and while he wil! receive his 
expenses and a fair profit from the tour he is making, 
under the auspices of the Daniel Guggenheim Founda- 
tion, he cannot be said to be commercializing his 
fame. He is following his own stars, respecting far 
higher ideals than most other celebrities, and setting 
a new record for the famous to emulate. 
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A CHANCE FOR CONGRESS.

per Mississippi will probably seem to 
the present generation merely another proof 
of the advance of commercial] ingenuity.

History might 
assert that it began when the steamboat 
Virginia, the first boat that ever went above 
the Des Moines rapids, arrived at Galena 
in 1823. But history here’ would be in- 
correct. It was several years after this that 
steamboats became useful in transporting 
lead from the Galena lead fields, and it 
was a quarter of a century thore before the 
most brilliant days of travel on the upper 
river really began. 

In the ’50s the extinguishing of the In- 
dian titles and the consequent opening of 
the Northwest was the occasion for. the 
founding of many packet companies which 
turned the river between St. Louis and St. 
Paul into a highway. ‘Then there appeared 
the great floating palaces of which Mark 
Twain wrote in “Life on the Mississippi’— 
those gorgeous creations of a nonutilitarian 
day, resplendent with filigree work, glitter- 
ing with gilt and bright colors, and deco- 
rated from pllot house to barroom in the 


ornate and luxurious mode of the time.

UT this period, like other late periods 

of luxury and romance, was destined 
for a short life. It was, indeed, hardly well 
under way when the railroads appeared to 
challenge it. These harbingers of an in- 
dustrial and realistic age, flinging their 
blatant challenge to all romance, set about 
driving the steamboat from the river. They 
paralleled the stream, They offered rates 
that no steamboat line could approach. 
They used every other unfair practice known 
to the railroad buccaneer of that time. 
Eventually, of course, they won, and the 
river became deserted of its palatial pas- 
senger boats and its barges alike. ,Likewise 
the cities along its course were victimized, 
St. Louis, for instance, losing its great grain 
trade to Chicago.

St. Louis. Loss of that commercial con- 
tact, which came when the decline of river 
traffic set in, was what caused the singular 
spectacie of St, Louis, an older and larger 
city, for a considerable period marking 
time while the younger city of Chicago 
rushed onward to those gigantic propor- 
tions which have made it the second 
American city. With the grain business, 
which had belonged to St. Louis, there went 
also the livestock business. Had the rivers 
maintained their sway, there is scarcely any 
doubt that our losses to Chicago would 
neither have been so great nor so sudden. 
It was a dislocation from which St. Louis 
can never fully recover, but she can, with 
restoration of the causes which made her. 
recover, as she is already doing, much of 
what she lost. 

The project of which the Thorpe is the 
first chapter will no doubt mean @ revival! 
of commerce on the upper river. But alas! 


it will not mean a return of the romantic | 


days which the old river men remember. 
The palaces of Twain’s time are gone past 
redemption, and the towboat and barge are 
undisputed masters of the future of the 
stream. It is a tragedy which all lovers of 
romance and color will ever regret,

AST of the St. Paul boats, the excur- 

sion steamer St. Paul architecturally 
characterizes the period she survived. It 
challenges the imagination to picture a boat 
as big as she is maneuvering in that tiny 
Mississippi which passes St. Paul, but that 
is what the upper river boats were like. 
They were visions of beauty and elegance. 
Their speed was not great. But the life 
upon them was immensely pleasant. Day 
after day the great boats, with playing or- 
chestras and dancing passengers, their or- 
namental stacks belching smoke, their mu- 
sical whistles waking the echoes, and their 
predominant colors of white and red flash- 
ing in the sunshine, delighted observer and 
observed. It had perhaps never been 
dreamed that a time would come when one 
could not catch a St. Paul boat at ¢he St. 
Louis wharves; yet that time did come, and 
with terrible swiftness. For more than 15 
years there has not been a boat line between 
St. Louis and the Twin Cities. One by one 
the operators all gave it up. The Diamond 
Joe Line, which was to the upper river 
what the Anchor Line had been to the 
lower, closed out its business even before 
the World War. Boats like the St. Paul, the 
Dubuque, the Mary Morton and the Quincy, 
all dear to the people of the upper river, 
who knew their whistles, their bells, the 
very*beat of their paddles, disappeared from 
their accustomed haunts and were scattered 
along the lower river. Almost all of them 
became excursion boats In local ports. Not 
one of them remained a packet, which is 
the nobler role for a steamboat, 


ISAPPEARANCE of the packets left the 

upper river virtually destitute of steam- 
boats. Docks and warehouses fell into de- 
cay. The river towns themselves declined. 
It was as Champ Clark said: “The rivers 
made us, and we let them die.” Champ at- 
tributed the arrested growth of St. Louis 
to the disappearance of river traffic. He 
pointed out that of all the States those along 


. the rivers had not been for 25 years increas- 


ing their representation in Congress. The 
packets on the upper river followed the 
rafters. Forty years ago, when the - great

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Ralph, 
Joseph and Herbert Pulitzer, sons 
of Joseph Pulitzer, founder of the 
Post-Dispatch and the New. York 
World, will inherit the bulk of the 
estate of their mother, Mrs. Kate 
Davis Pulitzer, under her will filed 
yesterday in Surrogates Court. The 
will was executed Jan. 6, 1927. 

In addition to what they will re- 
ceive from their mother, each of 
the three sons became entitled, up- 
on her death, in Deauville, France, 
July 29, to one-fifth of a $2,500,000 
trust fund which the elder Pulitzer 
created for her benefit during her 
lifetime. 

The other two-fifths of the $2.- 
500,000 go to two daughters, Mrs. 
|Constance P. Elmslie of Colorado 
Springs and Mrs. Edith P. Moore, 
|No. 7 East Ninety-sixth street, of 
New York. Each of these one-fifth 
ishares will be divided into two 
| parts, one going outright to the 
beneficiary and the other to be 
‘held in trust. 

The largest single bequest, ex- 
cepting those to the sons, was to 
Miss Maude Alice Macarow, for 
many years Mrs. Pulitzer’s com- 
panion. To her was willed Mrs. 
Pulitzer’s second largest diamond 
brooch, a diamond bracelet set 
with one large and two  pear- 
shaped diamonds, $10,000 outright 
and a life estate in $190,000. Mrs. 
Pulitzer gave Miss Macarow the 


near Paris, $1000. Ledlie is dead. 

Five employes in the Pulitzer 
household benefit by the provision 
of $1000 for-each person employed 
as many as ten years continuously 
up to the time of Mrs. Pulitzer’s 
death.

ing their lifetime.

Federal Judge Faris today took 


of City Counselor Muench, asking 
that the sale of the United Rail-

of the city’s mill tax judgment, 
dating before the receivership of 
1919. The judgment, without in- 
terest, ts $2,396,321.92. 

The sale of the United Railways 


Igoe as special master, and is now 
awaiting the court’s approval, the 
new owners desiring to take charge 
of the property by Oct. 1. 

A brief containing the City Coun 
selor’s argument was filed with the 
court late yesterday afternoon. It 
sets forth the history of the mill 
tax, imposed by the city on the 
gross revenue of the United Rail- 
ways, and of the receivership. 

U. R. Offer Criticised. 

It then discusses the question 
whether the offer of two-thirds of 
a share of preferred stock in the 
new company, for every $100 of 
the city’s approved claim, is a fair 
one. An alternative offer of $33.33 
cash for each $100 of the claim 
was made, and the city would 
probably have to take the latter of- 
fer rather than the stock, as the 
city is not permitted to hold stock 
in a@ private corporation. 
ever, Judge Faris has held that 
this disability of the city is no 
concern of his, so the stock offer 
is the one which has to be dis- 
cussed. 

The City Counseler cites a deci- 
sion of the United States Supreme 
Court, which, he says, “clearly in- 
dicates that precedence must be 
given to the entire claim of a 
creditor over any part or interest 
of a stockholder. 

“Nowhere,” the City Counselor 
argues, “does the Court say that 
it is sufficient to make fair pro- 
vision for a creditor, The Court 
says that to the extent of their 
debts, creditors are entitled to pri- 
ority over stockholders, against al] 
the property of an insolvent cor- 
poration. The Supreme Court does 
not lend any countenance to the 
view that partial] payment in se- 
curities will be sufficient to pro- 
tect the prior rights of creditors.” 

Stockholders Get Best of It. 

If the new company should “be 
so fortunate” as to be able to pay 
7 per cent on its preferred stoc*, 
the City Counselor says, “the city 
would receive 42-3 per cent in- 
terest on its claim. It compares 
with this the.interest which the 
holders of the new common stock 
will receive, on the basis of their 
investment in the old company. 
Figuring their investment in the 
old company at par, it is estimated 
that the old stockholders will re- 
ceive, on their new holdings, from 
2 to 62-3 per cent on their old 
investment. The rate depends on 
the valuation of the company’s 
property approved by the Public 
Service Commission, and the rate 
of return allowed’ on such valua- 
tion. On the basis of the $58,- 
000,000 valuation and seven per 
cent return, stipulated in the serv- 
Yee-at-cost franchise proposal, the 
rate of return to stockholders 
would be 34% per cent on their 
old investment. 

But, the City Counselor says, 
the foregoing estimates of return 
to stockholders have been on the 
assumption that their old holdings 
were purchased at par value. 
“When we get down to the actual 
facts of the situation,” the City 
Counselor argues, “it is found that 
the majority of present . United 
Railways stockholders did not pay 
$100 a share, and that some of 
them paid as little as $4 a share. 
A fair average, it is declared, would 
be $12.50 a share. On that basis, 
the proposal would mean a re- 
turn of 12% to 37% per cent to 
the stockholders, as compared 
with the 42-3 per cent received 
by the city, a creditor.

Gary’s fortune furnished an- 
other topic for speculation. Es- 
timates of the wealth he amassed 
varied widely. One Wall Street 
(:uthority placed it as high as 
$45,000,000, while others fixed. the 
total at figures ranging from $6.- 
000,000 to $30,000,069. 

Accurate figures on his wealth 
have long heen unavailable. The 
books of the Steel Corporation 
show he held in his own name 
1267 shares of common stock and 
1895 shares of preferred stock, 
which have a present combined 
market value of $422,810.50. But 
it had often been said that he 
owned the entire stock in a cor- 
poration formed to handle his in- 
vestments and that this concern 
owned a much larger block of stock 
in the Steel Corporation than he 
did himself.
